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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sugiura et al 
(US. 5,707,066) in view of Woods (US. 5,228,876). 

Sugiura discloses a joint assembly (as showed in figure 1) for use on a vehicle, the joint 
assembly having a shaft (shaft 42), a first joint part (part connected to the shaft 42) connected to 
the shaft, a second joint part (second joint part 41 distal fi^om the 42) cooperable with the first 
joint to transmit torque there between, a cage (cage holding bearing balls 45) arranged between 
the first and second joint part and a plurality of balls arranged between the first joint part and the 
second joint part. The joint assembly having a rubber boot (boot as seen in figure 2) having a 
first end and a second end (first end that contacts shaft surface 21 and second end where 6 is) 
associated with the second joint part (the second end is associated to the second part 41). The 
joint assembly comprising a boot cover (9) having a first end and a second end (first end 20 and 
second end connected to the second end of the rubber boot), the first end of the boot cover 
afifixable to the second joint part (where 20 is connected to 41) and the second end of the boot 
cover affixable to the second end of the boot (the second end of the cover is connected to the 
second end of the rubber boot). The boot is formed of rubber or thermoplastic material. 
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Sugiura discloses the invention substantially as claimed above but fails to disclose at least 
one end of the boot ends is internally reinforced with a high stiffness and high strength fabric 
material. Woods discloses a boot that is entirely formed by a rubber that is reinforced by fabric, 
the reinforced material is arranged between layers of body material (silicone as showed in figure 
3) and the reinforced material is encapsulated with the body material that is flexible. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
have the boot of Sugiura to be formed by a rubber reinforced fabric material as taught by Woods, 
to provide mechanical strength (column 1, lines 55-57 of Woods). 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
